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The  Farmer  Cooperative  Service  conducts  research  studies  and  service  activities 
of  assistance  to  farmers  in  connection  with  cooperatives  engaged  in  marketing 
farm  products,  purchasing  farm  supplies,  and  supplying  business  services.   The 
work  of  the  Service  relates  to  problems  of  management,  organization,  policies, 
financing,  merchandising,  product  quality,  costs,  efficiency,  and  membership. 

The  Service  publishes  the  results  of  such  studies;  confers  and  advises  with 
officials  of  farmer  cooperatives;  and  works  with  educational  agencies,  coopera- 
tives, and  others  in  the  dissemination  of  information  relating  to  cooperative 
principles  and  practices. 


PREFACE 

This  report  is  prepared  annually  to  meet  many  requests  from  cooperatives,  other 
supply  firms,  land-grant  universities,  and  other  agencies  for  information  on 
farmer  e>.pendi tures  for  supplies  and  equipment.   Many  find  the  data  useful  in 
conducting  market  research  and  in  determining  trends  in  expenditures  on  a  State 
and  regional  basis. 

The  following  tables  were  compiled  by  Farmer  Cooperative  Service  from  basic  data 
on  production  expenditures  of  farm  operators  developed  by  the  Farm  Income  Branch, 
Economic  and  Statistical  Analysis  Division,  Economic  Research  Service,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture.   Such  expenditures  were  presented  in  preliminary  form 
in  the  July  28,  1966,  issue  of  the  Farm  Income  Situation,  FIS-203.   Revised 
figures  will  be  published  in  the  corresponding  issue  in  1967.   These  data  did 
not  include  family  farm  living  expenditures. 

In  preparing  estimates  of  cash  expenditures  for  production  supplies  and  equipment 
from  these  data,  we  excluded  estimates  of  amounts  spent  for  nonsupply  items 
(such  as  livestock,  taxes,  interest,  labor,  and  various  services)  used  in  farm 
production.   The  basis  for  excluding  specified  items  is  included  in  the  footnotes 
to  table  1.   State  data  appear  in  table  2,   The  total  expenditures  for  nonsupply 
items  for  the  United  States  only  appear  in  appendix  table  1. 

Although  estimates  for  some  items  were  made  from  limited  data,  these  were  based 
on  the  best  information  currently  available.   The  data  for  each  State  are  subject 
to  greater  error  than  the  U.  S.  totals.   Estimates  for  some  items  may  be  revised 
later  on  the  basis  of  more  current  information  from  the  Census  and  special 
surveys.-- J,  Warren  Mather,  Chief,  Farm  Supplies  Branch.

Total  cash  expenditures  for  all  farm  production  items,  including  supply  and 
nonsupply  items  accounted  for  79.4  percent  of  cash  receipts  from  farming  in  1965.
